Again the Umpire vState Associa- 
tion of Deaf-Mntes meets in conven- 
tion in the beautiful " City of 
Flowers." Many of u."» have here- 
tofore experienced the cordial friend- 
liness, wliich the people of Rochester 
invariably extend to the law-abiding 
stranper within her g.des. 

Our Association was organized in 
the year 1865— forty-six years ago. 
During this span of nearly half a 
century conventions have been held 
twenty-eight times, in the diik-rent 
centres of population throughout 
the State. From lhe.se meeling.s 
much of good has been accomplish- 
ed. Not alone have the members of 
the association and others who at- 
tended meetings l)een beneficially 
influenced, e<lucated and inspired, 
but the public at large has learned 
of the true status of the educated 
deaf, and from the minds of thou- 
sands has been eradicated the im- 
pression that charity is the dominant 
idea in our education atid depen- 
dency our lifelong condition. 
Through the newspapers that reiwrt 
the.se gatherings, the public discovers 
what our .schools have done for us 
and what we are capable of doing 
for ourselves. 

Phere is one thorn in our path- 
rtiiy which has a deleterious influ- 
ence upon our progress, and that is 
the imixjstor— the la/y, graceless, 
consieneeless hearing fakir, who 
goes about simulating deafness and 
dumbness, asking alms and help 
from worthy and .syin'pathetic citi- 
zens. The National Association of 
the Deaf is energetically chasing and 
prosecuting these pretended deaf- 
mutes, and it is the duty of every 
member of this A.ssociation to have 
every fakir in this line of graft 
brought l)eforc the authorities and 
sent to jail. The crime of gettinir 
money under false preten.ses is not 
the only ])oint so far as the deaf are 
concerned. The principal jHiint to 
us is that it makes i)eople think 
that the deaf and dumb, by 
reason of their ^(Hiction, are ol)liged 
to beg for a living. Thus is Iwrn a 
prejudice that destroys the reputa- 
tion of the doaf, as a cl i ' 
hinders the knowledge ol . . 
that almost every deaf man 
who has enjoyed the benefits 
of a term of iichooling in auy of the 
several Institutions of the State, is 
capable not only of earning his own 
living, but of .supixjrting a family 
and enriching the community 
through the exerci.sc of a trained 
skill in some useful trade -" >-• 
cupation.

benefits, which in turn would add 
a great many names to the roll of 
membership. In nearly every State 
of the Union the deaf have built up 
strong and active State Associations, 
and the great Kmpire State can not 
ailord to trail along in the rear. In- 
creased membership is ab.solutely es- 
sential to a high degree of success. 
As individuals, none of us may 
amount to much, but as a mass of 
people with set purpose, and energy 
that neither abates nor tires, we be- 
come a recognized and effective 
power, capable of accomplishing any 
praiseworthy project that may en- 
list our efforts. 

At the Convention held in Buffalo 
three years ago, your president and 
secretary were appointed delegates 
to the National Convention of the 
Deaf at Colorado Springs, with dis- 
cretionary power in the matter of 
committing the Empire State As- 
sociation to any of the different 
schemes of Federation that might be 
brought forward. Both of us were 
present at that great gathering of 
the highly educated deaf iu August 
of last year. However, we did not 
commit the Association to the 
Federation plan, though we thought 
favorably of it. Federation of the 
Deaf is sure to come in time. It 
may be that some of the State 
organizations are hampered by their 
constitutions and charters, still a 
sufficient number will probably 
combine to make the .scheme o^Jcra- 
live, and in time other States are 
likely to unite in the movement. 
In any event, the matter is worthy 
of our .serious consideration, and 
your president hopes it will secure 
favorable endorsement in the .shape 
of a formal resolution. Think of 
the ix>tent influence of ten or fifteen 
thou.saud deaf-mutes Working as a 
unit for the common good. That 
is what Federation will acconipli.sh ; 
and Federation is knocking at our 
door. Shall we welcome it or turn 
it down ? I hope that the Kmpire 
State Association will emphasize its 
enlightened prog?-essiveness by an 
uuauimous approval. 

It may not be inappropriate to 
call your attention to the advisa- 
bility of every deaf person lieing in 
ordinary everyday communion with 
the hearing jieople around him, .so 
as to be an active participant in the 
intellectual intercourse that Hows so 
.spontaneously and freely whenever 
two or more i)ersons get together. 
The obstacle in the way of this de- 
sideratum is the inability of the 
hearing to talk by the manual al- 
phabet. Of course, considerable 
can be gained by lip reading ; but as 
a medium of free and untrammelled 
social intercourse it is rather latue 
and incomplete. The distribution 
of manual alphabet cards among 
hearing children would in a few 
years result in great benefit to the 
deaf. At the same time it would 
teach the children to spell words 
correctly, instead of phonetically as 
is so ofteu the case even among 
those who possess a fairly good 
general education. Grown-up people, 
whose habits of mind and method 
are firmly established, are averse to 
Study the alphabet from so 

the best way is to try to ti u 

by example. A few t 

was suggested that the 1 _ol 

authorities be petitioned to place a 
page-size print of the manual al- 
phabet iu the text books, but what 
was done in the matter I have l»een 
unable to discover. Within the 
past few years, the State Board of 
Ivdncatioii has had prepared, jmb- 
lished and distributed, a syllabus for 
elementary .sohooli. If we could get 
the needed ]>ermission to place the 
alphabet in these Ixjoks, th< ' 
be no trouble in getting ti 
sary plates or in furnishing the 
prints for insertion. I hope the 
convention will take some action in 
this matter.

Looks aharpest to his own affairs." 

No great organization can re- 
main at rest. It must either pro- 
gress or stagnate into decay ; there is 
no middle course. Our age is a 
practical, unimaginative one, and 
will not wait for the tardy. It de- 
mands progress, and has for its 
motto the urgent call " Do it now." 
Frankly, the condition of affairs 
in our Associatiou warns us that the 
time has come when we must take 
counsel looking towards a building 
up of our memberahip and the 
strengthening of our forces Pres- 
ent conditions are very uasatisfac- 
tory ; we have dwindled to a mere 
shadow of our former strength. This 
is not as it should lie. The deaf 
population of the Kmpire Stale 
shoidd supply meml)ership by the 
hundreds instead of the present 
.small numi>er of active adherents. 

It is easy to suggest real or fan- 
cied causes for this condition of af- 
fairs. Some may say that the As- 
sociation has been mismanaged, 
others that it has been ruled Ijy a 
clique ; others, still, may declare 
that it is not representative of the 
deaf of the State, but more or less 
local to certain sections. Thi.s 
latter may appear to have a grain of 
truth, but it must be remembered 
that the deaf of all sections have 
been urged to join, but have not re- 
six)ndcd. The organization has 
been kept alive by members of 
many years' standing, men whose 
careers show a disinterested de- 
votion to the welfare of the deaf. 

To my way of thinking, the real 
cause of our weakness is that the 
deaf of the State, graduating from 
many different schools, lack that 
homegeneity which is so essential to 
united action. They show a sus- 
picion, if not antipathy, to tho.se of 
other schools — at least a hesitation 
to come together and join forces. 
We have not that co;i' of the 

membersof other Stai i.itions, 

who are from a common school, and 
we lack the fraternal spirit engen- 
dered during the early school days 
of companionship, comradeship, 
friend.ship ; strangers with more or 
lesss antipatli' we have 

failed to get 1 ., l hold to- 

gether for the common good. There 
is nothing to be gained by hiding 
the plain truth, and this seems to ))e 
the main cause for the lack of 
adh&sion among us. It suggests 
that, while continuing the most 
devoted loyalty to our several 
schools, we widen our hearts to the 
interest of the many, unite with the 
As.sociatiou, and lend a hand to helj) 
iu its growth and devrl i. 

What is past, wli r the 

blame rest j. if 

we must 1 c inierly

People who 
live beyond our own circle and, still 
more, those who have lived in 
another age, .sometimes receive what 
is called justice ; and justice is

have had imixirtant lK>arings in 
others days. L,ife itself is made up 
of giving and taking, and to evince 
some appreciation of what has been 
done for us, is kindly, just and 
honorable. Therefore, whatever 
bl lay on others for present 

cm ;, we must acknwwkxlgo 

that the founders accomplished great 
results in their day — results that 
helped to improve the condition of 
• af. We should not make the 
>vc of thinking that the mere 
^>eiuiauency of the Association is 
necessarily the sole test of its merit, 
or that the value of its services 
should be judged by such parts of 
its work as are plainly apparent in 
til es of to-day. A piece of

forth , and by the completeness and 
perfection of its adaptation to the 
needs and ixjssibilities of its time. 
Judged by this .standard, the Kmpire 
State Associatiou of Dcaf-Mutes has 
done service that warrants our 
earnest efforts to preserve it for 
furture usefulue.ss. 

To-day the Association needs 
strengthening. We must regulate 
our plans so .is to bring together the 
deaf of, all sections of the State. 
There must be no spirit of faction 
among us. The Association is the 
exculsive property of no section, 
class or clique. It matters not what 
.school we claim as Alma Mater ; 
whether we sjieak or spell, or use 
signs has no relation to the Associa- 
tion, since its sole object is "to 
promote the welfare, in every re- 
spect of its members and other deaf- 
mutes * * to form a Iwiid of union, 
and afford an organization whereby 
they may act together for the 
common good," It is intended to 
serve us as a common forum where 
we may consider, admonish, advise, 
and discuss affairs tending to the 
general welfare of the deaf. The 
value of such a forum is obvious. 
We who are deaf know that there 
are ipiestions arising from our condi- 
tion which we have to meet, and 
which we alone are competent to 
understand ; difficulties which beset 
us and demand a solution. I am 
.second to no one in doing honor to 
tho.se hearing friends and acquaint- 
ances who manifest a sincere interest 
in our welfare, but 1 deny their un- 
qualified right to siieak for us ex 
cathedra, and I would draw the line 
sharply at any suggestion that our 
impediment is a trifling inconveni- 
ence, and that its disal ' 
have been removed 1 
methods. People who would gloss 
over a most serious hindrance, either 
do not or will not see beneath the 
surface, aud cannot realize the full 
meaning of the loss of an important 
.sen.se. While it is undonbtedlv 
sage counsel which advises us that 
every trial must be ^latiently endur- 
ed, it is none the less absurd to 
attempt to blind ourselves to what 
cannot be hidden. 

The disadvantages attending deaf- 
ne.ss are serious, and the obstacles to 
be overcome are many. W'e are 
obliged to face the reality and not 
depend uixm well-meant theories 
ruuniug counter to i>er.sonal experi- 
ence ; we cannot thrive ou .sem- 
blance, and to mininiize the truth 
serves no good purpose. While free 
of all discontent, we know that in 
'' ' for a livelihood 

luauy occupations. 
It also places us at a disadvantage 
on many occasions, and there are 
many trying {xisitions in which ita 
lack is sorely felt, especially to those 
who once have heard. There are 
i^ni>ositions to be met, di.scrimina- 
tit)ns to be suffered, slights and rude 
iiuliiTcrence to be passed over and 
real dangers to be guarded against. 
We naturally submit to evils for 
which we can apply no remedy, but 
it is right and proper to correct 
those we can remedy, and to remove 
obstacles wlien possible. We show 
as pro|>er a .spirit aud character iu 
anticipating and preventing coming 
evils, if We can, as we do in bearing 
them with patience when they final- 
ly overtake us.

In 1889 the deaf of America plac- 
ed on Kendall Green in Washington, 
D. C, a " votive stone" in grateful 
commemoration of the educational 
work that has been done iu their be- 
half. The tribute consists of the 
bronze statue of a man and a child, 
exquisitely grouped, and mounted 
on a granite pedestal. These ' 
figures {X)rtray the first tea. 
the deaf in America, Dr. Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet, and one of his 
first pupils, Alice Cogswell, the 
young daughter of a Hartford physi- 
cian. Up to the time when, in 1815, 
Dr. Gallaudet undertook the instruc- 
tion of this child, practically nothing 
had been doue to alleviate the condi- 
tion of the deaf in this country.

Through organized effort in State 
and National associations, the deaf 
are making a vigorous campaign to 
effect their own emancipation. 

The State of New York leads all 
other States in the number of schools 
devoted exolusively to teaching the 
deaf. These institutions stand for 
all that is highest in the education 
and training of the deaf. It is not 
a charitable work : but is a part of 
the educational system of the State. 
Teachers endowed by nature with 
the highest qualities of mind and 
heart are sought for the work of 
teaching the deaf, for Love is the 
"Open Sesame" to the Castle of 
Silence, and it requires great pa- 
tience and sacrifice, broad sympa 
thies and high intellectual develop- 
ment to enable one to cross the moat 
which surrounds this castle and ex- 
plore the fastnesses within. 

Considering the.se exacting condi- 
tions and the fact that many of the 
deaf who complete their courses at 
the various schools and universities 
enter the profession of teaching, we 
may, with pardonable pride, consider 
as a glowing tribute to their char- 
acter and ability the fact that they 
fill jKisitions of rcsix>nsibility in the 
schools for the deaf all over our 
country.

"tramps," composed of vessels not 
a part of any general line and there- 
fore having no fixed sailing dates, 
not included in the Bulletin because 
of tbeir inability to furnish the 
Bureau with a statement of the exact 
dates of their prospective sailings 
for the month. The known number 
of these departures, however, 
coupled with the exact figures given 
in the Bulletin itself, justifies the 
statement that the total number of 
vessel departures from the United 
States during the month of Sep- 
temt)er will aggregate about 2,000, 
and the value of the merchandise 
which they will carry, approximate 
$200,000,000, to say nothing of the 
thousands of passengers whom they 
will transport to every part of the 
world. 

This bulletin will, so far as practi- 
cable, be supplied free of charge to 
those requesting it. Commercial 
bodies or business houses desiring to 
post it for reference, railroad com- 
panies, newspapers desiring it either 
for publication or posting in their 
business offices, and those desiring 
it for individual reference should 
notify the Bureau of Statistics, 
Department of Commerce and ha.\K>T, 
of the addresses to which it should 
be sent. Where a number of these 
bulletins are desired, they should be 
ordered from the Superintendent of 
Documents, Government Printing 
Office, who will furnish them at a 
nominal charge.

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The first steel rails ever rolle<I in 
Australia lecentty were turned out 
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Editor Journal : — The Colora- 
do Springs Convention endorsed 
what is generally known as the Ve- 
ditz plan of National Federation of 
the Deaf. 

Tiiis plan, in substance, provides 
for a federation of State Associa- 
tions, plus individuals not members 
of any State As.sociation. The dues, 
in the case of vState associations, are 
ten cents per annum, and in the 
case of individuals, fifty cents per 
annum. 

It does not in the least interfere 
with the independence of any of the 
component State associatious. These 
are left absolutely free in the man- 
agement of their own affairs. 

The work of the National Associa- 
tion mu.st, in a very great measure, 
be done by and through the several 
State associations, and wherever 
and whenever its cooperation is 
needed. In the past it has lacked 
effectiveness becau.se the Association 
was national in name only and was 
deprived of the .strength and in- 
fluence that would spring from a Na- 
tional Federation of States, such as 
form the l)asis of the Norfolk and 
Colorado Springs plans. 

There were other plans of bring- 
ing alxjut this effective union and 
strength. Two of them, the Spear 
and Hanson plans, are based on a 
union of individuals. We are un- 
able to endorse either, as, with all 
respect to Mr. Spear and all defer- 
ence to Mr. Hanson, we are convinc- 
ed by the evidence of the past that 
they are impracticable and well 
nigh impossible.

the N. A. D." The 
fectiveness of this api>eal may be 
judged from the success, or rather 
want of success, he met with at his 
own State convention at Seattle, 
July 4th. Out of a total attendance 
of one hundred and tweuty-three, 
only eight new members were se- 
cured by active proselyting. About 
a dozen others were old meml>ers. 
This leaves over one hundred deaf 
indifferent to the personal api^eals of 
the President and his immediate 
friends. The coldness with which 
a printed appeal will be in propor 
tion. 

It is not the first time that such 
means have been tried to increase 
the membership of the Association. 
About ten years ago, Dr J. L. 
Smith, then President, i.ssueda simi- 
lar api>eal using similar arguments, 
but the returns hardly paid for the 
cost of printing and mailing. 

The Tilden plan was ba.sed on a 
union of State and local organ i 
zations. When the Colorado 
Springs Congress endorsed the Vc 
ditz plan, Mr. Tilden was broad en 
ough to sink his own ]>ersonal views 
and preferences and had the Califor 
nia State Association, of which he 
is president, indicate its willingness 
to come into the proposed federation, 
but Mr. Hanson doclined to take 
any stcfis whatever in the matter. 

The Veditz plan provides that the 
federation shall become effective 
when nine or more State associations 
have stated their readiness to abide 
by the provisions of the plan. 

So far no attempt has been made 
by the friends of the plan to secure 
its endorsement by the State associa- 
tions that have already met in con- 
vention. But it is earuestly to be 
hoped that those still to meet will 
endorse this scheme of vState federa- 
tion, and that nine or more State as- 
sociations will before 1913 approve 
the plan and send delegates defi- 
nitely and unequivocally instructed 
to make federation effective then 
and there. 

No motto more fitting for the 
federation could !)*» devised than 
that of Dumas' Musketeers, "All 
for One, One for All." 

If the I'ederation, by reason of an 
endowment fund, is in a {x>sition to 
buy the entire time of one or more 
of its officials, so much the better. 
It is a matter of self-reproach that 
the deaf, nural>ering over 75,000, 
cannot afford, are too poor, or are 
t' for the time and 

< .1 their behalf. The 

lat)orer is worthy of his hire. 

There are many men in our ranks 
to whom the writer would be glad 
to pay, were he in a position to do 
so, half as much more than they 
now receive, provided they could 
give their entire time to the cau.se 
of their fellow deaf.

Mr. J. M. Robertson, the same 
gentleman whom I presume is the 
.superintendent of the progressive 
Louisiana State School, suggests an 
" Anti-Pure Oralism Fund," pre- 
sumedly under the control of the N. 
A. D. This is the best suggestion I 
have yet heard and .should meet with 
iii.stantaneous approval and success. 

While many of the deaf might 
hesitate about contributing to the 
Endowment Fund of the N. A. D., 
pleading they are not members of 
the Association, but which has for 
one of its objects the same purpo.se 
of fighting the oral encroachments, 
they cannot refuse to contribute 
directly to the other, liither they 
must come out as avowed friends of 
the Combined System or of the Pure 
Oral Method. The Frat Society, as 
a matter of self-pre.servation, would 
also have to help. The contributions 
could be limited to the deaf. The 
legions and legions of the deaf 'who 
would enroll themselves under the 
banner, should prove a most con- 
vincing argument to our lawmakers 
and the general public of the little 
they know about us. 

Nor needs this " Anti-Pure Oral- 
ism Fund" conflict with the Endow- 
ment Fund of the N. A. D. In dis- 
cussing the latter matter recently 
with those interested in its success, 
it was agreed it would never do to 
adopt the Moving Picture Contribu- 
tion Scheme so closely on its heels, 
and in order to achieve success, we 
would have to go gunning after big 
game. I had in mind ajjproaching 
one or two particular family friends 
who are giving away big sums to 
" uplift niggers" and to charities, or 
to get them, as I did others when 
launching the Illinois Home Fund, 
to provide legacies in their wills for 
the Endowment Fund. I was, how- 
ever, when approached, obliged to 
reluctantly decline to offer my ser- 
vices, liecause my efforts could not 
please the present head of the N. 
A. D. 

If Mr. Hanson is not tired of en- 
tertaining motions from me, I move 
that the Executive Committee take 
under consideration the suggestion 
of Mr. RoijcrLson. The gentleman 
inquires if I would volunteer my 
services again. Most assuredly, if 
not hampered with foo much officious 
interference. I l»elieve I never have 
l>een found wanting in doing my 
duty towards my class. 

I am in receipt of agreeable news 
from Mr. F. R. Gray, that the 
French deaf, have their own moving 
picture project, that is, he under- 
stands a certain manufacturer of 
films either makes them or rents 
them to the French deaf.

I am trying to find work of .some 
kind, but I am deaf and dnnil) and 
it is hard for me lo secure einploj'- 
ineut. I am willing to work .•it 
anything. Have you any work 1 
can do ? I am trying also lo make 
my way lo Omaha, Neb., where I 
have a mother and brother. I DO 
NOT make a habit of begging, but I 
have no money and I ask you if 
you have no work if you can give 
me twenty live ceiila or so. I will 
tliauk you veiy much. Please ex- 
cuse me for taking up your time. 
Respectfully, 

Frank Brown. 

THANK YOU." 

The person whom he trieil to do 
told him to go to the t'liamber of 
Commerce, and if his letter was 
O. Iv.'<l, lo come back and he 
would be pleased to give him work 
or assistance. And lier<> is where 
befell into the trap. The Chamber 
of C'lmmercti had known of his 
evil doing.s in town, and h.id even 
a warrant for his arrest ready when 
he should be locate<l, so when he 
presented himself he was asked to 
wait a few minutes. Meanwhile 
Mrs. Bates was called up to act as 
inlerprelor, but requested Mr. Da- 
vit! Friedman to act in her place, 
as he was neaier. Mr. Friedman 
tested the fellow of his knowledge 
of signs and finger spelling, bnl 
soon found they were foreign loliis 
use. He couhl use the double- 
handed alphabet proflciently. His 
ex(;use for not knowing signs and 
finger;spclling was that out West 
only the double handed method is 
used universally. Mr. Friedman 
soon saw the lliinneH.sof the story. 
Brown said he had lost his hearing 
seven years agy, but when told he 
hati sufficient tinnj to enter a school 
and learn the sign language, he 
made no reply. Mr. h'riedman 
communicated with him later by 
pad and pencil, and notituMi that 
his lips moved as ho read, thus let- 
ting anolliei cat out of ihe ba«;. An 
officer nearby whs informed of this, 
and found it difflcull to repress a 
smile. Mr. Friedman having con- 
vinced the Chamber that Ihe man 
was feigning deafness, a patrol man 
was called in. The charge againct 
him Wiis (>ommoii beggary, and not 
a word did he utter when led off to 
the bastile. 

The next morning, when brought 
up foi tiial he had to face Mrs, 
liales, Mr. Wei mans, of the Asso- 
ciated Charities, Mr. Wadswortli, 
of the Chamber of Commerce, Mrs. 
Fred C, Krull, Mr. John Miller, 
and several others. Mrs Krull and 
Mr. Miller were unable to identify 
flie man as the one whom they had 
f lightened away from their liomes 
several wet'ks ago. After Mrs. 
Bales had giv«5ii her impression of 
the man ami the injury lo tlie good 
name of the ileaf impostors of this 
kind bring, Acting Judge Lee sent 
the man up for thirty days and 
costs to the workhouse, saying he 
was convinced he was an impoltor, 
as the language of his appeal for 
aid and that used in his talk on 
pad showed if to bo of one who 
could hear. Later in the day, when 
Mr. Friedman called at the Cham- 
ber of t'nmmerce, Mr. Wadsworlh 
informed lym that I'^aiik Brown 
had his lieariiig an<l speech miracu 
lotisly restored, and was now jok- 
ing and talking with the rest ol the 
crowd, understanding perfectly, 
talking ditto. He will have to 
serve there eighty <iays, and when 
that time is up will have to face the 
more serious charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 

The As.sociated t^iai it ies wired to 
Omaha for information aliout his 
niolher at address given. There 
was no such name or address. Mr. 
Wrtdswoith thanked Mr. ii'riedman 
and otheis for what they did in se- 
curing the arrest of the man, say- 
ing it is almost impo.ssilile for the 
Chamber of ('onimerc(> and As.soci- 
ate<l Charities Ui run down such per- 
sons without their aid. If other 
cities of the Stale are likewise 
trouliled by such fellows, it would 
be well for the deaf to follow the 
example of Ihe C. A. D. The way 
lo do a thing is to go at it and <Jo\\.

TLough not exactly completml, 
the progress of the alterations 
around the boys' lavatory and 
dormitories show what their finished 
grandeur will be. The troughs and 
their fittings of brass have l»een 
put up and are now waiting for the 
(Inal touches. There are three 
double troughs, with eighteen 
faucet openings on each side mak- 
ing a total of one hundred and eight 
places where hot and cold water is 
simultaneously availalde. This is 
without counting the old trough, 
near the iiath- rooms, which has 
twenty-nine hot and cold faucets. 
The grantl total, therefore, is one 
hundred and thirty-seven, and will 
eliminate the perennial crush at 
what was once the only (dace where 
hot and cold water could be pro- 
cured.

The 
improvements will do much U> de- 
creaM^ the time and itM!orivenieii(;e 
formerly to tie met with i>efore the 
meal hours. All the trimmini<s be- 
ing of brass, it is neetUess to com 
ment on their appearance when 
cloth, muscle and polish have clone 
their work. The tile floor and 
wain^<ttot have long been completed 
New sanitary diiuking fountains 
will l>e installed this week. They 
are of the kind that operate anto 
inatically when the pressure is re- 
move<l, cleansing the mouthpiece at 
each operation. Three new steam 
radiators of the most improved t3'pe 
have Ijeeu instaliecl at various 
points of the lavatory, which will 
supplant the Inadequate husittug 
power of the old pi|>e and sheet- 
iron combination. The new cap 
room Is not yet begun. 

Walking through the hallway 
newly floored with tiles lea<ls us to 
the lx>>s' shower bath, shimmering 
with the light reflected from the 
whitjO-painted nielHl ceiling, six by 
two inch white tile walls, and floor 
of one inch hexagonal tiles. Where 
harmony is desirable, all the metal 
fittings are painted in aluminum.
